A aimpli- 
fiotiixi is that the FBI's provocateurs caused the violence that caused Dr. King to 
return to Hemphls where he was killed, '^his does not mean the FBI killed him, thou^iu 
I know I can do this with areas of the JFK material the ^hurcb committee went into.
